0. After initial reports that any Iraqi troop movement to Jordan 
would be considered a hostile act by Israel, the- - Isra e li )" Prime 
Minister Ben Gurion has now stated that Israel will not respond 
to such a move so long as Iraqi troops stay east of the Jordan 
river.
